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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for continuing examination (RCE), amendment, Inventor Declaration 
and accompanying remarks filed 10/22/07 and 10/25/07 have been fully considered and entered. 
Claims 1 and 20 have been amended and new claims 24-3 1 have been added as requested. With 
specific regard to Applicant's Inventor Declaration, said Declaration cannot be considered at this 
time since the copy provided to the Examiner is illegible. Applicant's amendments are found 
sufficient to overcome the prior art rejections set forth in previous actions. However, upon 
further consideration the following new ground of rejection is set forth herein below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2-3,21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Said claims are indefinite because it is not clear what 
value/amount "phr" is supposed to represent. For purposes of examination said "phr" will be 
construed to mean a percentage of the amount of boehmite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-3, 19-23,26-27,29-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Mishima et al, US 7,056,585. 

The patent application issued to Mishima et al., teach halogen free phosphorus epoxy 
resin comprising boehmite particles dispersed therein (abstract, column 4, 20-25 column 8, 3-15, 
column 5, 15-45, column 6, 7-20). Said boehmite particles have a size ranging from .5 to 10 
microns (column 4, 20-25). Mishima et al., employing a ratio of boehmite which meets the 
claimed amounts set forth in claims 2-3 and 21-22 (column 4, 26-35 and 46-53). Said resin 
composition is suitable as a coating for various substrates (column 7, 13-20). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 24-25, 28 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mishima et al, US 7,056,585 in view of Okamoto et al., US 4,224,302. 

Mishima et al, does not teach the claimed specific surface and bulk density values, 
however, the patent issued to Okamoto et al., teach a process form forming boehmite particles 
having the claimed bulk density and specific surface values. Said particles exhibit high 
mechanical strength (abstract, column 1, 19-25 and column 7, table 1, 35-55). 
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Therefore, motivated by the desire to impart high mechanical strength to epoxy 
formulations, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art the time the 
invention was made to formulate the epoxy resin of Mishima et al, with the boehmite particles 
of Okamoto et al.
